Syttende Mai (May 17th) is one 
of the most important dates of the 
year for any Norwegian. 

There have been many ups and 
downs - rises and falls - and rises 
again - in Norwegian history. There 
is a line through it all - dim at times 
- but always there - the line of 
democracy, and the love of 
freedom. There has been a lot of 
suffering and sacrifice by our 
forefathers for freedom. 

(1) The period of Small Kingdoms 
before 872. 

We can imagine each beautiful 
valley and each majestic fjord be¬ 
ing ruled by a king or earl. The peo¬ 
ple had open-air parliaments. They 
met on a hill, or if there wasn’t a 
hill they threw up a mound. New 
laws had to be read from the top of 
the hill before they became law. 
No man was legally king until he 
had presented himself before 
these parliaments, and had been 
accepted as a ruler. 

Early therefore, the valleys and 
fjords developed an independent 
people, while the sea developed a 
love of freedom. 

(2) A United Norway 872 - 1381 

With the rugged mountains and 

fjords having developed many 
small independent communities, 
it was not an easy task to unite 
them into one Norway. This 
temendous task was accomplish¬ 
ed by Harold (the fair haired), who 
became Norway’s first King in 872. 

The lesser kings resented the 
rule of Harold, and many took to 
the sea. This ushered in the Viking 
Age - the age of Norwegian ex¬ 
ploration and colonization- of 
such new lands as Iceland, 
Greenland, the Faroe Islands, the 
Hebrides, the Orkneys, Dublin, 
and the Isle of Man. 

The line of Viking kings came to 
an end with the death of Haakon 
VI in 1381. 

(3) The Danish Period 1381 - 1814 

Haakon Vi’s wife Margreta, was 

Danish. She moved back to Den¬ 
mark and ruled the two Kingdoms, 
and by clever manipulation she 
had a Danish Prjnce elected King 
of both countries. In 1388 she also 
managed to get herself elected 
Queen of Sweden. 

During this period, Norwegian

One other alternative is to 
write me and tell me when your 
subscription started and apply the 
difference to your subscription in 
December. I am really sorry that 
this has happened but it was all 
set out in the newspaper several 
times last spring. 

I have received a letter from a 
very nice lady asking to see more 
Danish and Swedish content in 
our newspaper. I would also like to 
see more of both of these, as well 
as more Finnish and Icelandic 
content. Since appeals to groups 
do not achieve any results, 
perhaps an appeal to you, as a 
shareholder, to mail in articles of 
interest might help. 


National life fell to its lowest ebb. 
The Norweginas did not have 
another Harold to unite them in ac¬ 
tion to secede from the union. 

The people fought stubbornly 
and successfully against en¬ 
croachments of their personal 
freedom. Everywhere else in 
Europe - feudalism had taken over. 
The peasants were serfs, i.e. 
slaves of some feudal Lord of a 
Manor. Not so in Norway; the 
Norwegian farmer or Bondsman 
remained a free man with owner¬ 
ship of his own piece of ground. 
Their aim, as must be our aim for a 
better society, is to have security 
with freedom, security alone is not 
enough. 

(4) The Swedish Period 1814 - 1905 

The French. Revolution was 
basically a protest by the common 
man against economic slavery. It 
aroused men all over Europe and 
in America to fight for their 
freedom. It gave new hope for the 
common man. It was with this 
spirit that the men of Eidsvold 
gathered May 17th to draft the 
Constitution of 1814 - the set of 
rules by which men could live and 
govern themselves. This was the 
most liberal Constitution of 
Europe at that time. 

The Constitution could be liken¬ 
ed to a coin. On one side was in¬ 
scribed the Rights and Privileges 
of Freedom, on the other side the 
Responsibilities. Both sides of the 
coin were so genuinely and deeply 
cut, that it has lasted to the pre¬ 
sent time with very little change. 

The fruits of the French Revolu¬ 
tion were somewhat marred by the 
ambitions of Napoleon. As a 
reward, Norway was ceded to 
Sweden. During this period the 
Swedish King respected Norway’s 
Constitution as laid down in 1814. 

On June 7th, 1905 Norway 
severed its union with Sweden. 
She invited Prince Carl of Den¬ 
mark to become Haakon VII of 
Norway, thus continuing the line 
of Viking Kings. 

The fight for freedom goes on 
to-day. Freedom is something that 
must be fought for, must be im¬ 
proved, must be preserved. Let’s 
all be freedom-fighters, as were 
the Men of Eidsvold.

The last meeting was held on 
February 8 th, 9th and 10th, at the 
Four Seasons Hotel in Edmonton. 
Scandinavian Representatives 
present were: Linnea Lodge 
■Swedish, S. Nordhagen 
-Norwegina, and A. Sahuri - Fin¬ 
nish. I 

The theme for the meeting was 
“Language Rights and Language 
Opportunities in Alberta.” 

Hon. Steve E. Paproski (PC), 
John Younie (NDP), Robert Carney 
(L), Dr. Bruce Bain of U of A, and 
Hon. David King, Minister of 
Education, spoke on the topic. 

Dr. Bruce Bain, in his speech 
titled Language .Planning in the 
Global Village, gave as an example 
another bilingual country, Finland, 
saying “In Finland the constitu¬ 
tion guarantees the Swedish¬ 
speaking minority ( 6 . 6 % in 1979) 
the right to satisfy its language 
and educational needs on the 
same principles as Finnish- 
speakers. 

Both majority and minority in 
Finland are in agreement. For ex¬ 
ample, Finland’s Swedish children 
can be taught in their own 
language from kindergarten to 
University, and the system works 
well for all concerned.” 

But the fact that a lot of Finnish 
people have moved to Sweden has 
created another problem and Dr. 
Bain continued: “Officially, the 
Swedish school curriculum states 
that Finnish immigrants should be 
provided with education in Finnish 
which corresponds 1 to the educa¬ 
tion of Swedish children. In prac¬ 
tice, however, up to the mid 50’s 
the Finnish children were, in some 
cases, punished for speaking Fin¬ 
nish in a Swedish classroom 


In bowling competition, Calgary 
entered 5 teams, Camrose 4, 
Claresholm 3, Grande Prairie and 
Edmonton each 2 teams. Each 
team played 6 games, the han¬ 
dicaps given on average of the 
first three games. 

The Edmonton teams won 10 of 
the 12 games to win the trophy, 
having the highest average club 
score of 168.8; Calgary came se¬ 
cond with 167.5 

The trophy was presented to 


-even when they were the majority 
in the class and school - and, 
despite the official curriculum, 
classes were taught entirely in 
Swedish. 

In the late fifties the actual 
educational practice was modified 
to teach the Finnish children 
Swedish as a second language 
-modeled after the English as a 
second language models used in 
America/Canada and elsewhere. 
And, of course, the essentially 
negative outcome of these 
linguistic based programmes is 
well known. Within a very short 
period the Finnish children ended 
up knowing both Finnish and 
Swedish in an equally dysfunc¬ 
tional way. 

Today the Finnish minority 
children in Sweden, officially and 
in most cases in practice, are be¬ 
ing taught to first master Finnish 
before being introduced to 
Swedish as a subject matter; the 
outcome in this latter case being 
essentially positive.' 

Once again we have turned 
another small corner with a sensi¬ 
ble educational policy that will 
help in the evolution of a 
pluralistic society. 

As the three day meeting came 
to an end on Sunday afternoon, we 
had a rare opportunity to hear 
Jester Hairston - arranger, com¬ 
poser, storyteller, who played 
Leroy for 16 years, the Kingfish’s 
brother-in-law, on the Amos ’n An¬ 
dy radio show, who was in the city 
directing a workshop for the Alber¬ 
ta Choral Directors’ Association. 
He wrote the hit song, “Amen,” 
used in the film Lilies of the Field, 
and his carol, Mary’s Boy Child, 
became a best selling record in 
1978.

WEAVING CLASSES OPEN 
TO VACATIONERS IN FINLAND 


Professional or amateur, those 
North Americans who pursue the 
art of weaving as a livelihood or as 
a hobby, can spend a fun-work 
holiday in Finland this summer, 
studying Finland’s traditional and 
contemporary world of design. 
The Toika Loom company of Toi- 
jala, (about a 90 minute drive from 
Helsinki, the capital), is holding 
two weaving courses; July 1 - 12 
and July 17 - 28. 

The courses are each offered in 
a 12 day workshop. 

The classes are open to begin¬ 
ners and advanced weavers, alike, 
with no more that 20 to 25 
students in each. English will be 
the main language for lectures; 
most study books will be in 


English. Instructors Will include 
an American and one teacher will 
be assigned to every seven or 
eight students. 

The daily program will include 
morning and afternoon weaving 
sessions, with subject matter 
covering Finnish methods of 
weaving, yarns and calculations, 
basic weaves and drafting, tradi¬ 
tional Finnish weaves, natural dye¬ 
ing, braid weaving, carding and 
spinning. Each weaver will have at 
least one loom for weaving and 
the use of the countermarch 
looms.
